4. That at the ringing of St.Maries pregt Bell, all Perſons, Graduats or others, forthwith repair to 
St. Maries ( The Doors in their $rarlet Gowns and all Graduats in their reſpe&ive Formalities) 
and from thence ſtand in order according to the Sentority of Degrees or Condition, as they ſhall be 
direfted by the Delegats, and thoſe who have Procuratorial power, along the High-ftreet by Carfax 
toward Chriſt Church Weſt Gate ( The Noble Men and Doors ſtanding next to St. Maries 
South Porch: ) and as ſoon as the Prince and his Train are paſt, every one immediatly depart to 
his reſpe&ive College and Hall ; except they ſhall receive other dire&ions from the Vice-Chancel-.
